SECOND DAY. 

TfcsDAY, Dec. 5, 1882. 
uonisixa A TiLi,. 

James Kelly Wiuj indicted for aiding 
Lawrence Moonoy in robbing a till on the 
premises of Thos. Lafoiit, Johnson street 
on the 22nd July last. 

Lawrence Moonoy pl*3aded guilty to 
stealing the $3 from liafont, and^ stated 
that Kelly had nothing to do with the of- 
fence. 

On a jury being ompaniioUed, Mr. Jas. 
Deans wa.s chosen foreman.- 
. Mr. Harrison explained the indictments 
against-the prisoner and stated-xheA cir- 
cumstances under v.-hich the theft was 
committed. 

Thos Lafoiit deposed to the commis- 
sion of tho otl'ence with which the [u-is- 
oner was charged. Tho two prisoners in 
the dock and throe others entered liia 
saloon (ui the Saturday night in question 
— got drinks and denianded cigaruttes, 
which witness would 'not give them; af- 
wards Kelly tried to occupy witness' at- 
tention, and while doing so heard tiie 
money rattling in tho till; KuUy was de- 
taining him or he Wimld have caught 
M.-ioney with his hand in tho till; gave 
the alarm while Moonoy was making his 
way tt)' the door; there wore S70 or S80 
•in tho till, of which SoO was silver. 

Cross-examined by the prisoner Kelly 
— Did not remember s.aying in police 
court that Kolly was tiot in his way. 

To the Court — Moonoy and Kelly had 
been in his saloon .'several times before. 

To the prisoner — The third man had 
his olothoB out up, the other two were, 
with witness in tho saloon as he asked, 
them to stay. 

.lohii E. Westcnnan corroborated tho 
evidence of former witneaa. 

Tho evidence of John .Jones was also 
corroborative. 

.Special officer Lindsay deposed to see- 
ing prisoners in the California., saloon on 
the night in question, and afterwards 
saw them running the one bohiiid tho 
other on Cormorant street; i-ecugnized 
them as tho parties ho had seen in tho 
saloon; on going back to the saloon wit- 
ness heard that tho till had been robbed. 

The statement, of Kelly at the police 
court was then put in as evidence and the 
case for tho crown oloaod. 

Lawrence ^Moonoy, who had pleaded 
guilty to stealing the money, was sworn 
as evidence for prisoner. Ho stated that 
. Kolly had nothing whatever to do with 
the oilc-nco with which he was charged; 
ho — witness — took tho money, §2 50, 
froip tije till while intoxicated. 

The crown prosecutor,' Mr, Harrison, 
cross-examined witness at some length. 

Jlr. Harrison, in addressing tiie jury, 
pointed out discrepancies in the state- 
ments of tho prisoners. 

His lori]ijhi|), in sumniing up tho case, 
remarked on the connection of one man 
with another in criminal iiiattei's. Tiie 
jury would have to determine as to 
whether tho act of Mooney in stealing 
tho money was tho act of Kolly also. The 
charge against Kelly was that of being an 
accoHsory to the fact of stealing tlie 
money, and not after it. Was Kelly as 
guilty ;us Moonoy in going to the saloon 
for tho joint purpose of stealing the mon- 
ey / The jury must be perfectly satistiod 
that such was tho case before they con- 
victed tire prisoner. Evidence was then 
road and commented on. The jtiry must 
consider as to whether Kelly in standing 
before Lafont did so with the intention 
of intercepting his view of Moonoy wliilo 
robbing the till. Piscropancios in state- 
ments were noticed and tho jury were in- 
formed that those disorepanuica wore not 
necessarily criminal, because parties wore 
naturally evasive in the presence of po- 
licemen, as tliey wanted to keep out, or 
tret out of trouble. If the jury were sa- 
tisfied tliat Kelly wont to the saloon with 
Moonoy for the purpose of robbing the 
till; or if they wore satisfied that Kolly, 
by sign or otherwise in the saloon was 
aware that Mooney was committing; the 
robbery, then they would find him guilty. 
The learned judge's aurnitiing up was 
lengthy and remarkably clear on the 
points of law bearing on the case, parti- 
cularly nn tho phrase " reasonable 
doubts " in tho minds of the jury. 

After nn absence of about an hour the 
jury returned with a verdict of not 
guilty. 

AF-ri^nyooN sfrriNo. 

Upon the re-asaenibliiig of the court a 
memorial was presented to hia lordship 
signed by 215 jurymen and witnesses, ask- 
ing that there bo no adjinjrnmoiit of tho 
assizes for county court, in consequence 
of the distance that many of them lived 
from the city. 

Tho learned judge remarked that ho 
would bo very glad indeed to grant the 
request of the jiirvmen; but it had licen 
arr.inged by tho judges that it would be 
less inconvament.to.8djourn the court of 
assize than'^tho 'cou'hty'uoui'l, ii» there 
were a larger numbef of cases than naual 
in that court.

The Su!(lt?e • IrHWfrgeivcer says' 'that at 
tho new Si.\th stree't school building iii 
that town, tho foreman, with a force of 
mou, coinmeni.od bracing up Iho sides of 
tho structure, when suddenly iit three 
o'clock in the afternoon a heavy gust 
struck, th.u building and knocked tho 
second Btbry timbers on the ^vest side 
out.

Tho young miyi who 
wa.s Instantly killud. was i.aaiiiad .iVilliani., 
Kimoa,'a'"nativo of Indiana, who but ro- 
contly arrived in Seattle with hia wife, to 
whom he had b'U'ii married about sis 
montha. Ch.irlea Jorgenson, the young 
man who was internally injured, (proba- 
bly fatally,) is about tweiity-tlueo years 
of ago,: recently., from Cidifornia. His 
parents reside < -tit - !'1862, Seventeenth 
.-iireot, Oakland, California. 

The Seattle Chi-uiiiclc says: About 18 
or 20 years ng.j a bachelor, named G. 0. 
William.a, went intij the I'uyallup Valley 
and took up 320 acres of land about 
three inilos above the present location of 
Pnyallup, and proceeded to clear it up. 
He built a rndo log cabin,. in which ho has 
over resided. Ho atteii'ded to his own 
business, cultivated his farm, lived like 
a hermit, saved his nujuey, grow rich, and 
was gomu-ally kn.iwn by the mime uf 
" Hog Wilaiiii." He has alw.ays had 
money, and has yeuerally kepi it buried 
iibout the place, under stumps and trees. 
I.,:ist week ho sold his fariw, but had not 
yet gireii possession of it.

Wediicsd.-ty will be looked to as a red 
letter d.ty in tho annals of astronomical 
soionco. A transit of the planet YeuuR 
will then take place, and not until after 
the lapse of V21h years will there bo an- 
other. Tho fiillowiiig numbers indicate 
tho number (jf yeara which el.ipso be- 
tween the transit of this planet across tho 
eun'sdise. .•\fter the transit of tho Cth 
instant there will bo none for 121^ years,' 
thon aftor ,8 yeitrs thpro will be another; 
and not until 105i yeara will tho next 
ueeur, and then the next after 3 years. 
(121A, 8, 105.\, 8, 12H., 8, lOSA, 8, etc.) 
The tranails of the inferior plaiiots, wo 
only can see, ;ind of those Mercury has 
many obstacles to ob.sorvation. The ex- 
istence of the planet Vulcan is question- 
able. There only remains Venus, and 
she only moves in the same piano as the 
orbit of the earlli after intervals as above 
gieeu. 

Astronomers li;ok anxiously for tho 
present transit, and igevoriiraenta have 
Voted subsidies to enable them to observe 
it at various points of our globe. Why is 
KO much m;ole of the jiassage of a little 
black K|i.)t across tho sun ? It furnislios 
data by wliii:h we eaii calculate the sun's 
diat;ince, and knowing this we can calcu- 
late the distance, etc., of the other plan- 
ets which form our system. The sun's 
distance' from tho oarth may be called tho 
astronomical standard of me.asuroment, 
and to make moaauring slaiularda ia dif- 
ficult, even the yard measure is not an ' 
easy thing to make. 

For inany years we were told that tho 
Him was distant 95,000,000; but after the 
transit of 1874 it 'Was foiuul to- -be only 
91,000,000, and in these figures there is 
not perfect confidence. The prosent 
transit will givo ua something near tho 
truth. J. M. D.
